Have Distributed Big | Ventress Declares Daughter Wrote 
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Says That She Left Atlanta of Her 
Own Accord. 


SHE WAS UNHAPPY 


Asking Him for Protection. 


Case Is Expected To Be Called for 
Trial Today Deore Judge Can- 
dier in Superior Court. 


—U— — 


J. C. Ventress, the Alabamlan who was 
several days ago indicted by the graad 
jury ona charge of having kidnaped his 
own thirteen-year-old daughter, yester- 
day gave his side of the case to a re- 
porter of The Constitution, and asserted 
that there could be no possible charge of 
kidnaping against him under the facts. 

The case will probably be called before 
Judge John 8. Candler, in the second di- 
vision of the superior court, this morning. 
Mr. Ventress is represented by Attorney 
Robert C. Alston. As soon as he learn- 
ed that he had been indicted, Mr. Ven- 
tress came at once to Atlanta, called on 
Sheriff Nelms and gave bond in the sum 
of $1,000. 

Mrs. T. A. Kissell, who, it was charged, 
was implicated in the alleged attempt to 
kidnap little Ruby Copes, was released on 
a $590 bond Saturday afternoon. T. A. 
Kissel, who was also arrested on the same 
charge aa his wife, was turned out of the 
police barracks for want of prosecution. 
As was stated in The Constitution, Ruby 


returned to Atlanta of her own accord 
and is now with her adopted father, W. 
G. Capes, on Weat Fair street. 

Mr. Ventreas states that while he may 
have been somewhat haaty in proceeding 
as he did, yet he disclaims any intention 
to kidnap hie child. According to his 
atatement, Ruby had written to him on 
reveral occasions intimating that she was 
unhappy, and later he recetved Informa- 
tion from another source which led him 
to believe that she was being mistreated. 

Me says that he came to Atlanta, met 
hie daughter and she offered to go home 
with him to Clayton, Ala., of her own 
accord. He states that no attempt was 
made by im to conceal his actions, ani 
explains that the only reason he did not 
go to the girl's home was that he wish- 
ed to avold any personal difficulty with 
the child's foster father. 

What the Father Says. “he 

“Ruby has not been disclaimed,’ sa:d 
Mr. Ventress. “I cannot boast of the past 
as it affects her, but she is dear to me, 
and it was the desire that she should 
never be neglected that led me to come 
here to gee her. Four years ago she was 
made acquainted with the fact that I 
was her father. During that time I 
had visited her here, and she wrote to 
me occasionally, always addressing me 
as ‘Dear Papa.’ I have been interested 
in her future and in her training. I ha‘ 
heard that she was not being treated well 
and I made up my mind to do only what 
I thought my duty. 

“She wrote to me a time since, 
made complaints eee me if ‘she 
could expect protection and financial as- 
sistance. I afterwards learned that she 
was being mistreated to some extent and

This supply of 
food has made the cotton crop nearer a 
surplus than ever before, and the money 
has been used in squaring old debts ang 
And unless you have 
been traveling about the state you have 
no idea of the improvements that are 
going on, especially in the country dis- 
tricts. The farmers are repairing their 
homes and building new outhouses— 
something they have not been able to 
do heretoforé owing to the conditions 


that prevailed. 

“These carnivals and street fairs that 
are being held all over the state are evi- 
dences of the prevailing prosperity. If 
there were no money in the country 
there would be no fairs. The merchants 
wouldn* put up to secure attractions 
unless they kuew the people had money.

Debate will probably occur on seven im- 
rortant matters during the session of 
council this afternoon. The session is ex- 
pected to be very long and it ia extreme- 
ly doubtful if the members will be able 


to transact all the business in one after- 


noon. ‘ 

It nas heretofore been the custom to 
adjourn from day to day until the mat- 
ters that arise for discussion have all 
been disposed of, which will likely’ be 
done upon this occasion. 3 

One of the most important matters for 
discussion this afternoon is the proposi- 
tion that wfll be made by Councilman 
Henry W. Grady, of the sixth ward, to 
settle the present tle up in the aldermanic 
board. The ordinance of Councilman 
Grady will provide that the mayor is to 
preside over the aldermanic board next 
year.. It is understood that Major Mims, 
who will be the mayor during 1901, has ex- 
pressed his entire willingness to preside 
over the board, and tne members of coun- 
cil who agree with Councilman Grady be- 
lleve that the ordinance will greatly re- 
lieve the situation. 

It is known, however, that there will be 
serious opposition to the new ordinance, 
and if it is adopted it will be only after 
a hard fight: The discussion this after- 
noon will doubtless come when a motion 
to place it upon its second reading is 
made. 

Some Other Amendments. 

There are also other amendments to the 
charter that may provoke some discus- 
sion, although this is hardly probable. 
One amendment defines exactly when the 
mayor pro tem, ia to have a vote and 
announces what number of aldermen 
must constitute a majority and quorum 
in the board. These amendments are d- 
rectly in line with the recent rulinga ‘of 
Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson, and will be 
readily understood by council The lege. 
islature will be asked to adopt them after 
council! and the aldermanic board have 
acted, 

The uneanitary condition of several of 
the public Schools of Atlanta will be die- 
curseed, Council will be asked by the 
bourd of health and the board of educa- 
tion for a sufficient? appropriation to be- 
gin the work of remedying the systems. 
And if u ta possible to find the money 
the action will doubtleas be favorable, 

From Councilmen ITongino and Grady 
will come an ordinance which will pro- 
vide that the sidewalka of Atlanta are 
to be unobstructed by fruit stands, by 
merchants’ warer or by anything else. 
This includes the trash boxes that were 
recently placed on the principal streets 
of the city by a corporation that will use 
them for advertising purposes. This ordl- 
nance will provide that the street car 
men must not stand in the streets and 
will provide that the companies must 
rent buildings for them to be near the 
central portions of the systems. There 
will probably be a hard fight made to 
defeat the ordinance, as it affects all 
those who now use the sidewalks for any 
purpose except walking.

Rev. Dr. Landrum preached a-specia 
sermon to young men last night —— 
of the V. M. C. A. week of prayer for 
young men. He said he joined the Y. M. 
A. soon after he connected himself 
with the church, and is in hearty sympa- 
thy with every department of its work. 
He exhorted all young men to attend the 
Special evangelistic meetings this week. 
Dr. Landrum’s text was Galatians: vi. 4: 
“But let every man prove his own work 
and then shall he have rejoicing in him- | 
self alone and not in others.“ He said 
in part: The world of our Lord's day 
was wrong side up on the subject of hu- 
man greatness; it had a wrong idea of 
the highest type of man. Rome said the 
great man is the soldier; Greece called 
him the scholar; Egypt the philosopher; 
India the hermit; the recluse, the spec- 
ulative dreamer. Christ said genius is 
extraordinary capacity for effort, or the 
great man is not soldier, scholar, philoa- 
opher or cloistered saint, but the worker. 
God himself is a worker according to the 
teachings o. the Saviour: ‘My Father 
worketh hitherto, and I work.’ Work is 
man's duty and destiny. Every faculty 
and power of body and mind and spirit 
excites for that purpose. To be an idler 
is a fault, to be indifferent to idleness is 
a vice, to glory in idleness is no 
short of a crime and the parent of 
other crimes. 8 

Not all men have the same work. Let 
the manual worker respect the mind work - 
er. There is a sweat of brain as well 
as a sweat of brow and brawn. Kepler 
worked in His mathematics; Columbus in 
his discoveries; Shakespeare in his trage - 
dies; Franklin and Edison in their inven- 
tions. The woman school teacher and 
‘the woman stenographer are as much 
‘workers as the shop girl or factory girl. 
God made some men to bulld mansions 
and other men to live in them; some men 
to paint pictures and some men to hang
